New York, December 26.—A letter from 
General Gomez, commander in chief of the 
Cuban forces, written to Tomas Estrada 
Painra, who bears the title of minister of 
the Cubam republic to the United States, 
has just been given out in New York. Here

Clara, December 8, 1895—To Tomas Es- 
trada Palma. My Dear and Esteemed 
Friend: It is not long since 1 wrote you, 
but an opportunity offers by which I may 
send you a few words of encouragement 
and good cheer. Rest assured I write you 
whenever 1 can, which is not often, owing 
to the great amount of work which at the 
present falls upon my shoulders. I know 
the pen is. mightier than the sword, but 
my mission at present is with the latter; 
others must wield the pen.

Washington, December 26.—The Spanish 
minister tonight received the following ca- 
blegram from Acting Governor General 
Arderius at Havana:

There the leaders 
of the three political parties agdressed 
him, tendering to him the most enthusias- 
tic support.

The Spaniards Have Retreated to 
Jovellanos. 


THEY AWAIT THE INSURGENTS | 


Rebellion Is On-in Earnest and No 
Quarter Asked. 


THE SITUATION IS SERIOUS FOR SPAIN 


Communication Between La Vallas 
and Havana Cut Off—Twelve 
Soldiers Ordered Shot.. 


Key West, Fila., December 26.—Advices 


received from Cuba today are that a battle 


occurred yesterday afternoon between the 
vanguards of the insurgents and Spanish 
armies, and that “ge Spaniards were re- 
pulsed. Colonel Pratt, who commanded 
the Spanish vanguard, was killed. Marti- 
nez Campos was present and directed 
the retreat of the Spaniards to Jovellanos. 
Campos’s forces are not intrenched at 
that place, expecting to be attackell by 
Gomez’s main army. Campos has armed 
all the civilians in Jovellamos and is forc- 
ing them to do military duty. Advices re- 
ceived by Cuban leaders via Olivette con- 
firm the report of the capture of the town 
of El Roque by the Cubans. The Spanish 
regiment stationed at El Roque surrender- 
All of them 
were paroled except twelve, who were 
charged with having poisoned the water 
in the reservoir of the town. They were 
tried, convicted and shot. After taking 
all the arms, provisions, etc., found in the 
town the insurgents set fire to it and 
then left, going in the direction of Quin- 
tana and Jovellanos. They also destroyed 


the sugar plantations near San Vicente 


and La Antonia. The vanguard of Gomez's 
forces under the command of Lecrete has 


entered the town of Quintana, between 
Matanzas and Colon, and destroyed by 


fire the largest sugar plantation on the 
island. . ' 

The train that left Colon for Matanzas 
at Quintana by the _ in- 
Columns of smoke could be 
plainly seen from Jovellanos. The suppo- 
sition is thatjall plantations in that dis- 
trict have beeh destroyed. Maceo and fis 
forces have encamped atthe plantation Al 
Hiarmonia, and Gomez has established his 
headquarters at the plantation La Espano, 
of the 
Spanish cabinet. 

Telegraphic Communication Cut Off. 

All telegraphic communication between 
Las Villas district and Havana has been 
destroyed by the insurgents, and no trains 
have passed over the road since Saturday 
last. The railroad stations at Madana and 
Toca belonging to the United Railroad 
Company have been destroyed by fire. 

The imsurgents under Nunez have en- 
camped at the plantation Revido, and de- 
stroyed all the cane, 

The forces of Antonio Maceo and Quin- 
tin Bandero compose the rear guard of the 
army under Gomez. 

The Spaniards prohibited all public en- 
tertainments on the 25th, and ordered all 
saloons closed at 12 o’clock at night. 

Lacrete, with a large force, is marching 
toward Guines. The insurgents assert that 
no crops will be gathered this year. Gomez 
has notified Campos that it is his inten- 
ta6n to destroy all the sugar cane, to pre- 
vent its being gathered? 


GOMEZ’S MAGNIFICENT TACTICS. 


The Story of the Wonderful Sweep 
Westward Made by the Cubans. 
The st of the splendid strategy of the 
Cubans der Gomez, by which they gain 


undoubted axtvantage of the Spaniards 
and which has brought them almost to the 


gates of Havana itself, is intensely inter- | 


esting. The movements of the past three 


weeks have been of great importance. The 
telegrams from Havana tell of the great 
excitememt in that city over the near ap- 
proach of the ‘nsurgent army. Heretofore 
the tnsurgent movements have been con- 
fined to the province of Puerto Principe 
and to the eastward of that province, 
The insurgents, a little over two weeks 
ago, entered the province of Santa Clara, 
from the province of Puerto Principe, at 
Iguara, and defeating Colonel Segura and a 
Spanish column, made a most wonderful 
advance through that province, passing 
through the flower of the Spanish army, 
said to number about 50,000 men. There 
were a few brief skirmishes, but nothing 
stopped the triumphant advance of the 
Cubans. Captain General Martinez de Cam- 
pos, who had made his headquarters at 
Santa Clara, capital of the province of 
that name, transferred them to Cienfuegos, 
with the announced intention of personally 
commanding the troops which were to 
check the insurgent advance. But in spite 
of reported repulses, the insurgents pressed 
onward and passing Placetas, Santa Ciara, 
San.Jvan De Lasyeras, Ranchuelo and 
other towrs, pushed on for the frontier of 
Matanzas. At one time it was reported that 
they intended to attack Santa Clara, but

big towns and to press on for Havana. it 
was only a few days ago that the an- 
nouncement was made that they were at 
Las Lajas, still in the province of Santa 
Clara, and marching onward to Havana. 
Then came the news that they had entered 
the province of Matanzas at Palma Sala, 
causing the greatest confusion among the 
SS) ish commanders. Long before this, 
however, Captain General Martinez de 
Campos had changed his headquarters {0

Re-enforcements were sent to the 
front from Colon, but this seems to have 
been nothing more than a ruse de guerre, 
for it turmed out to be Httle more than 
an outpost affair, and while the Spanisti 
troops were making for the point the 
main body of the enemy passed south- 
ward of Colon, near the frontier of the 
Krovince of Havana, thus turning the 
flank of the captain general, who, with 
the bulk of the Spanish forces in the 
island of Cuba, is now well to the rear of 


the insurgent columns. The latter, mov- 
ing much*more rapidly that the Spanish 
troops, who are utterly unused to traveling 
in this thickly wooded country, without 
regular roads and with heavy grass and 
low bushwood to interfere with every 
movement, are not thought likely to be 
able to catch up with the quickly moving 
Cubans, whose machetes clear a road tor 
their advance and who, much more fa- 
miliar with the country and accustomed 
to the climate, easily distance the Spanish 
soldiers, who in the main are nothing more 
than boyish recruits from Spain, utterly 
unable to cope with the hardened moun- 
taineers, plainsmen and rough field- 
workers who compose the insurgent army. 
At one time it looked as if the captain 
general would succeed in bringing about 
a pitched battle before Colon. It seemed 
as if he had the entire insurgent [force 
before him, but Gomez suddenly appéareda 
to retreat toward the province of Santa 
Clara. This, however, was only a strategic 
movement. By a beautifully executed 
counter-march the insurgents otitgeneral- 
ed the famed Spanish commander, and 
Monday morning made their appearance 
close to the town of JoveManos, also 
known as Bemba, well to the rear of 
Colon, and commanding the railroads to 
Cardenas, Matanzas and Havana itself. 


Admirable Cuban Tactics. 


The insurgent army marched through 
the province of Santa Clara and into Ma- 
tanzas in the most admirable military 
formation possible under the circum- 
stances. It was divided into three columns 
—one to the south, under lLacret ard 
Suarez, numbering over two thousand 
men, Another column marched almost 
parallel and northward, under Antonio 
Maceo. It numbered over three thousana 
men. In the center of these two columns 
was the main body of the insurgents, num- 
bering over six thousand men, under Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez. In the center of 
each column was the insurgent arti? dry, 
consisting only of two field riecés for 
each column. Ahead of these three col- 
umns was the vanguard of the insurgents, 
composed of 1,000 men and commanded 
by Brigadier General Francisco l’crez. 


guard of the insurgents, numbering about 
one thousand men, under the command of 
Quontin Bandera, Finally, scouting anead, 
right and left and bringing tp i the rear 
of the insurgent army, were the Cuban 
cavalry. 

Among the Cuban commanders, in ad- 
jition ‘to those already méntioned, are 
Serefin Sanchez, the Nunoz brothers, Chneo 
and Rodriguez. : 

The iusurgent army has passed through 
the Union, selidad, Alava, BEspafia, Ar- 
monia, Floraz, Algeorta, Coloso, Diana, 
Santa Elena, Angelita and Santa Ger- 
trudis plantations in the JoéveliMaos ais- 
trict of Matanzas, setting fire to them and 
burring them after their passage. The 
insurgents also burned the railroad station 
of Quintana, eastward of Jovellanos, and 
destroyed the railroads behind them in or- 
ger to prevent the advance of the Spaniards 
| from the eastward upon their rear. 


Within a Few Miles of Matanzas. 


The insurgents yesterday had passed 
Limonar, a small town only a few mile& 
from Matanzas, and were pushing for the 
railroad which connects Matanzas with 
Havana. Should they obtain control of this 


l line they will have nothing to stop them 


from appearing before Hayana within a 
few days, provided they can obtain pos- 
session of sufficient rolling stock to trans- 
port their forces wéstward. 

Unless Oaptain General Martinez de 
Campos has accomplished a4 miracle of 
daring strategy in allowing Gomez and his 
forces to slip by in order that thel Spanish 
troops may be hurried after them and by 
a sortie from Havana catch them between 
two fires, it would appear that the ihsur- 
gents are masters of the situation, and that 
Havana as a Spanish possession is in great 
danger. The land, defenses of that city are 
strong, it is true, but they are not nearly 
so strong as they should be, and although 
the insurgents lack artillery, a popular up- 
rising in Havana might turn the tide in 
their favor. 

The odds against the Spaniards being 
able to overtake the triumphant insurgent 
army are very heavy. In addition to de- 
stroying the railroads the insurgents in 
many other ways have done everything pos- 
sible to impede the progress of the Spah- 
ish army. 

Captain General Martinez de Campos has 
ordered the Spanish commanders nearest to 
the insurgents—Generals Valdes, Alrecoa 
and Navarro—to attack the insurgents un- 
der any and all circumstances, but it is not 
thought likely that these generals will be 
able to do what the captain general himself 
has been unable to accomplish. . 

A late dispatch says that Captain Ger- 
eral Martinez de Campos has managed to 
get out of Colon, and that he has placed 
- himself at the head of the Spanish forces 
at Limonar, twenty miles east of Matanzas,

FIRING THE CANE. 

Gomez Is Burning Plantations, Prop- 

erty and Homes. 

Havana, December 26.—Gomez, with an 
army of from 4,000;to 5,000 men, has suc- 
ceeded by avoiding any engagement: with 
the Spanish troops, ‘in marching to Coliseo, 
a point ninety miles from Havana. He has 
burned a number of fields of sugar cane 
on his way and at Coliseo and vicinity he 
burred more, his acts of vardaliam excit- 
ing great indignation througlout the coun- 
try devastated. When he arrived at Co- 
liseo Gomez was stopped by Spanish 
troops who checked his advarice and pre- 
vented further burning of cane fields. It 
is believed that the rebels have greatly in- 
jured their position, it being apparent that 
the only purpose of their leaders is to de- 
stroy thé sugar crop. This its the actual 
situation and the Chicag® Associated Press 
cable had no further fotindatio1. 


NO OFFER FROM RUSSIA. 


Rumors of the Prospective $400,000,- 

OOO Loan Was a Revamped Story. — 
Washington, December 26.—(Special.)— 
From the most accurate official informa- 
tion, there seems to have heen a compara- 
tively insignificant besis for the report 
that Russia offered to lend the United 
Etates $400,000,000 of gold without interest. 
In 1893 Russia offered to make a call loan 
to the United States of: $60,000,000 of gold. 
It was at a time whem considerable ex- 
citement was abroad in*the United States 
over the rapid depletion of the goid re- 
serve and proposed bond issue. The offer 
came uncxpectedly through regular diplo- 
matic channels. The Russian minister of 
foreign affairs called upon Andrew D: 
White, then American minister at St. 

Petersburg, and on behalf of the czar’s 
government offered to Make a Call loan 
of $60,000,000. Minister, White promptly 
communicated . the offer to Secretary 
Gresham. The latter brought the matter 
to the attention of the Gabinet. It created 
great surprise, and was accepted as an 
unusual manifestation of friendly spirit 
from Russia toward the United States. 
But the offer was declined as ing 1im- 
practicable. At a recent cabinet meeting 
one member of the eabinet recalled the 
Russian offer of two years ago and sug- 
gested the advisability of accepting it. 
Rut, after brief discussion, it was deemed 
inadvisable to accept it, nor could it be 
positively stated that the offer is still 
open. A member of the cabinet, who gave 
the information, stated positively that 
there had never beem any request made to 
Russia by this govermment. 

The offer made im 1893 has not been 
renewed, and there is no certainty, it is 
said, that Russia would be prepared today 
to carry out such @ generous offer. A

Hagerstown, Md., December 26.—The Rev. 
Henry Evans Cotton, rector of St. John’s 
Episcopal church, in his sermon yester- 
day morning made a violent attack upon 
President Cleveland, for whom he had 
voted for president, though the pastor is 
a republican. 

‘Hour by hour,” he said, ‘“‘the president's 
utterance stands publicly impeached by 
the honest, common sense of the people. 
Bitter disappointment has come to many 
who felt that with his great gifts he might 
have lifted the nation to pigher and surer 
planes of action; but he hag been dragged 
from his place as a statesman down to the 
level of the political leeches that surround 
him. By one breath of his mouth he threw 
millions of the people's money into the 
maelstrom of financial ruin; in another 
breath he piteously invokes his congress 
to avert the crash he has called down upon 
our heads and millions of lives are dis- 
turbed by the horrible possibilities—God 
grant the impossible possibilities—of cruel 
war.”

BELIEVES rH TARIFF BILL 
WILL NOT PA THE SENATE.

Is Against the B a Bill if Publica- 


Senator Bacon came #'> the house imme- 
diately after prayer and never left the 
chamber until adjournment late in the 
afternoon. He Hstened to every speech and 
watched every play closely. He did not 
hesitate to express his opinion to The CGon- 
stitution and gave the following interview 
on which he thinks: : 

“The tariff bill, which was railroaded 
through the house today, will not in my 
opinion go through the senate with similar 
speed. There is no man in the semate the 
wave of whose hand can control the ac- 
tion of that body or of any one of the par- 
ties in it. Of course there will be a num- 
ber of-influential senators who will favor 
speedy action on the bilk but unless I am 
greatly mistaken when it reaches the sen- 
ate. although there may be some debate 
on it at that time, it will be referred to the 
financial committee. How long before it 
will be reported back from that committee 
depends greatly on developments which 
cannot be foreseen. 

“T have had no opportunity for a confer- 
ence with senators, as there was no ses- 
sion of the senate today, but from expres- 
sions I have previously heard from them I 
am satisfied there are discordant views as 
to details even among those who in the 
main agree on the tariff question. In the 
house those of the republicans who dif- 
fered on these details were quieted by the 
assertion by their leade=>s that this is not 
a tariff bill but an emergency revenue bill. 
In view of the fact that there are seventy 
odd millions in the treasury in addition to 
the one hundred millions redemption fund, 
this pretense is too shallow to close the 
mouths of some republican senators who 
have in their states strong interests which 
are clamoring for higher special duties. 

“If the break is once made by dn amend- 
ment in favor of any one interest the 
gate will be open, and every other special 
interest will. struggle for an entrance. it 
is possible the republicans may hold a 
caucus and secure united action in favor 
of the bill, but I doubt it. Even if they 
do, the republicans will need some felp 
frgn the populists in order to pass the 
bill, and I don’t think there are any pop- 
ulist senators who will vote for the .bill 
as it stands. 

“I think,’’ added the senator, “that you 
can rely upon it that it will be a good 
while before that bill passes the senate, 
and further that it never will pass the 
serrate in its present shape. 

“There js one consideration which, if 
recognized, will array against «the bill a 
goodly number of senators, not nly among 
democrats, but also among the populists 
and republicans—that consideration is that 
the bill, if it becomes a law, in producing 
a surplus, will have the effect of locking 
up the greenbacks in the treasury, and to 
that extent contract the volume of cur- 
rency in circulation.”’ 

In reply to an inquiry as to the fate 
of the bond bill in the senate, Senator 
Bacon said that he had not seen a copy 
of the bill except that which had been 
published in the papers, and not knowing 
whether that was authentic, he preferred 
not to express an opinion. Personally, ff 
that was a correct copy of the bill, he 
would certainly oppose it.

THIRTY PEOPLE DROWNED. 


Paris, December 26.—A dispatch to the 
Figaro from Algiers says that by the gink- 
ing of the French steamer Emile-Heloise 
yesterday, through being run down by the 
British steamer Bellerophon, thirty of her 
passengers were drowned instead of four 
as at first reported.

_ STILL IN OFFICE. 
Sultan Is Angry and Doesn’t Know 


What To Do—An Official 
Report. : 


Consfantinople, December 26.—The cap- 
ture of Zeitoun by the Turkish troops is 
Officially: confirmed. No details of the fall 
of the place are given. 

Izzet Pasha, who recently addressed a 
large report to the sultan pointing out the 
deplorable situation of the country, has 
been placed under arrest and is now await- 
ing trial by court martial. His troubles 
are due to the report which the sultan re- 
fused to read. When Izzet Pasha found 
that the sultan refused to pay any at- 
tention to his report he resigned his office 
of chief equerry, but the sultan refused to 
accept his resignation. Five times was 
the resignation refused, but the sultan re- 
fused to allow Izzet to retire voluntarily. 

An Official report has been issued stating 
that the government is making an inquiry 
into the outrages at Harpoot. It denies 
that any missionary property was burned 
in the presence of the troops. On the con- 
trary, it says that the officials used the 
troops to the utmust of thetr ability te pro- 
tect the missionaries and other foreigners 
and thereby prevented the burning of a 
large part of the missionary buildings, A 
company of troops, the report adds, is still 
guarding the missionaries’ property. 


TO NEWPORT NEWS. 


Two Contracts Have Been Awarded 
the Virginia Company. 

Washington, December 26.—Secretary 
Herbert today, with the approval of the 
president, awarded the contract for the 
construction of battleships No. 5 and No. 
6—the Kearsarge and her unnamed mate— 
te the Newport News Ship Building and 
Dry .Dock Company of Newport Néws, 
Va., at tts bid of $2,250,000 for building each 
ship according to plans prepared by the 
Mavy department, The secretary closes a 
long communication to.the president eet- 
ting forth his reasons for taking this 
course instead of awarding one to San 
Francisco at a greatly increased cost or 
accepting the propositions of the Cramps, 
as follows: 

“To me it seems clear that the depart- 
ment Cannot undertake to say that a bid 
by @ responsible and competent company, 
fairly made after due considerations, is 
lower than a fair price for such work. 
This company is bidding not only for one 
of these ships, but for both, and it in- 
sists upon its right to build both. For the 
government to reject the bid under these 
éircumstances and insist upon paying a 
higher price for the ships or for one of 
them, to be built elsewhere on any such 
ground as that the bid of the Newport 
News company is below’the market price, 
would be ruinous policy. The government 
is entitled to have its ships built at the 
lowest prices at which it can procure the 
doing of the work and the policy would 
dictate the encouragement instead of the 
discouragement of low bidding.”

Railroads Will Fight for the Exposition 
Exodus After the Close. 


MANY PEOPLE TO GO HOME 


And All the Railroad Agents Are Wide 
Awake and After the Juicy Job 
of Hauling Exhibitors Away. 


There’s going to be fun when the rail- 


r-roads begin to bid for the spoils of the dead 


exposition. 

It is hard to calculate the great rush of 
traffic, both freight and passenger, that 
will be precipitated by the close of the 
great fair, and the battle among the rail- 
roads for the business thus created prom- 
ises to be a considerable one. 

There are people at the exposition who 
will, when they have folded their tents. 
depart for all quarters of the earth. Some 
will go to China, some to Japan, some to 
Dahomey, some to Russia, many to Italy, 
France, Germany and England. 

The deadly warriors from the western 
frontier will have to procure tickets for 
their respective towns away out among 
the Rockies; tha Mexican musicians, who 
have made the air fairly ring to the rapt- 
urous, soul-soothing airs of ‘‘La Paloma,” 
‘La Media Noche” and ‘“‘Manzanilla,”’ out 
in the fairy city at Piedmont park, will 
have to buy tickets back to the land of 
cactus blossoms and bull fights; the al- 
mond-eyed strangers from the celestial 
lands will have to get passage back to 
their homes beyond the Chinese wall, and 
the exhibitors from every principal city in 
the United Stateg will be going home with- 
in the next ten days. 

Thus there is & diversity ‘of passenger 
traffic which will be interesting to work. 
and the various local passenger agents will 
have their hands full endeavoring to get 


‘the business. 


Already the excitement has begun. Colo- 
néi Fred Bush, passenger agent of the 
Louisville and Nashville; Captain Kirk- 
land, passenger agent of the Georgia rail- 
road; Mr. W. H. Tayloe, of the Southern 
railway; Colonel Newland, passenger agent 
of the Seaboard Air-Line; Mr. Charley 
Harman, passenger agent of the Western 
and Atlantic, and Colonel Sam Webb, pas- 
senger agent of the Georgia Central—all 
of them are hard at work soliciting the 
passenger traffic that will be caused by the 
breaking up of the exposition. 

It is indeed interesting to study the va- 
rious routes these passengers from the ex- 
position will take when they come to leave 
Atlanta. Many of them will go direct to 
their homes far beyond the deep blue wa- 
ters of the sea. ‘The ebon-cheeked Africans’ 
who have inhabited the Dahomey village 
since the exposition opened will go to their 
native land far away across the waves 
without a stop on the way. 

The Mexicans will go by way of New Or- 
leans direct to Mexico. The Costa Rica 
exhibitors will go to New Orleans, where 
they will get a boat to their country’s 
seaports. The Indians will go to all parts 
of the west. Some of them are warriors 
of the genuine wild type and willefeel at 
home when they get back among the 
mountains, blizzards and frozen rivers of 
the far west—back to their happy hunting 
grounds. 

And there will be freight of all classes to 
be shipped from the exposition grounds. 
It will go to all the various trade centers 
of America and much of it to the countless 
seaports, of other lands across the ocean. 

The railroads will have a great fight to 
get this class of passenger and freight 
traffic and the agents will make things live- 
ly for a time after the exposition has 
closed endeavoring to work the business 
that will be created. 

The government exhibit will be shipped 
back to Washington and the California dis- 
play will be sent back to the sunny land 
beyond the Rockies. The Arkansas exhibit 
will be boxed and shipped to Little Rock 
and the Alabama display will be sent just 
as it is to the commissioners from that 
state at Birmingham. 

The many foreigh exhibits will either be 
shipped over tle waters to the factories 
from which they came or. to New 
York and the big cities of t east, where 
the exhibitors hope to sell ‘thém to the 
wholesale and retail trade of America’s 
jobbing centers. 

From @ railroad man’s point of view the 
work will just begin when the exposition 
ends.

& half hours for the discussion of the bill 
itself. 

The debate was participated in for the 
republicans by Messrs. Dingley, Dalzelil, 
Hopkins, Grosvenor, Arnold, Knox . and 
Dolliver, in support of the bill, and by 
Messrs. Crisp, Wheeler, McMillan, Dockery 
and Turner, democrats, and Bell, populist, 
against the bill. The opposition was based 
on the theory that the remedy proposed— 
an increase of revenue—was not What was 
needed: that there was money enough in 
the treasury to meet all claims for two or 
three years to come, even if the present 
rate of deficit were maintained. It was 
also contended that the bill was a general 
revision of the tariff. 

To Meet a Pressing Exigency. 

Republicans insisted that more revenue 
was the key to the situation, and denied 
that the bill was in any sense a general 
tariff measure, It did not represent re- 
publican ideas on that subject at all; was 
intended only as a temporary revenue 
measure to meet a pressing exigency; and 
its passage was advocated on the high 
ground of patriotic duty in the hour of the 
republic's peril, — 

That measure having been disposed of, 
a joint resolution was passed offered by 
Mr. Cannon, republican, of Utah, pro- 
viding for the transfer of territorial prop- 
erty to the new state 

At 5:40 o’clock the house adjourned until 
tomorrow. 

Opening the Way. 

As soon as the journal was read Mr. 
Dingley, chairman of the committee on 
ways and means, rose and reported from 
that committee the bill to temporarily in- 
crease the revénue to meet the expenses 
of the government and provide against a 
deficiency. Having been read by its title, 
the speaker declared that the bill was re- 
ferred to the committee of the whole. 

Mr. Crisp, representing the minority of 
the committee, complained that the minor- 
ity had had no opportunity of preparing 
and submitting their views. (“If they have 
any,” a republican member interposed in a 
low voice.) The minority had asked, Mr. 
Crisp said, for time to obtain éstimates 
from the treasury department as to the 
effect of the proposed measure and had 
been refused. They had asked the gentle- 
men of the majority if they had any es- 
timates themselves on which they had 
based thé bill, or whether they had the 
opinions of experts, and they admitted that 
they had not. Then the minority had ask- 
ed for a reasonable time to prepare a mi- 
nority report and that was also refused. 


Reporting the Rule. 

After Mr. Crisp had made this protest. 
Mr. Henderson, of lowa, rose and reported 
from the committee on rules a rule that it 
will be immediately in order to call up for 
debate the bill just reported and to have 
the debate close at 5 o’clock p. m., when) 
the vote shall be taken. He stated that 
the other bill agreed upon by the ways and 
means committee would not be brought up 
till tomorrow. The one now before the 
house was in no sense a general revision 
of the tariff, but it was legislation to pro- 
vide promptly and efficiently sufficient rev- 
enue for the government. 


Crisp Interposes an Objection. 

Mr. Crisp objected to the proposed rule 
as preventing the consideration of what he 
called “a general tariff bill.” If the rule 
was adopted no amendment to the bill 
would be in order. Under the crack of the 
whip of republican leaders members were 
not to be allowed to criticise the bill or to 
offer any amendment to it. The house was 
called upon not only to pass the bill, but 
to pass it without any sort of considera- 
tion. Members were to be chained to the 
chariot. There was no’ suggestion from 
any source that thefe was not @ sufficiency 
of revenue, and yet, under the whip and 
spur, without having the bil sent to the 
treasury department to invite the judgment 
of experts as to its effect,-it was to be 
driven through. 

Mr. Balzell, a member of the conrmittee 
on ways and means, supported the pro- 
posed rule. 


Eleven Million Dollars an Hour. 

Mr. McMillin taunted the republicans who 
supported the proposed rule with selling 
their birthright for a message of pottage. 
He also spoke of it as a “perfidious manner 
of dealing with the measure.” (lIronical 
laughter from the republican side.) 

The pending bill, he said, would tax the 
people $44,000,000, or at the rate for the time 
allowed for debate of $11,000,000 an hour. In 
conclusion he exclaimed: 

“Go ahead, gentlemen! There was a 
power that checked you once before; there 
is a power that will check you again.” (Ap- 


castic laughter from the republican side.) 


Not Giving the President Bread. 

Mr. Turner said that it was idle, per- 
haps, on this occasion to indulge in epi- 
thets, and perhaps it would be unprofitable 
to make con’parisons. But it might not be 
amiss to pause and ask the gentlemen to 
consider the situation. 

The president had last Friday sent a 
message informing congress of the gravity 
of the financial situation, and has, in his 
annual message, suggested a remedy. The 
secretary of the treasury, in his able re- 
port, had given assurance that the reve- 
nues of the government were sufficient to 
meet all its ordinary expenditures. Not on- 
ly that, Dut the secretary said that there 
was a surplus in the treasury that would 
reach through two or three years. The 
great party to which he (Mr. Turner) be- 
longed believed that| though there might 
momentarily be a deficit, there was no 
question of a sufficiency of revenue. The 
prefident asked for financial legislation, 
and the pending bill was offered as an an- 
swer. 
and they had given him a stone. They 
had presented as remedial legislation a 
proposition to further tax the American 
people. 

Republican Action Defended. 

Mr. Henderson again took the floor, and 
in reply to the speeches of the democratic 
side declared that the action of.the house 
today would show whether the republican 
party was’ prepared to take the responsi- 
bility or not (republican applause); wheth- 
er the country was presided over by a 
republican or by’ a democratic executive; 
whether it was threateried with ballots or 
bullets; whether there was a treasury deéfi- 
ciency or a treasury surplus, the republi- 
can party never shrank from its duty to 
the country. (Applause.) 


Four Republicans Against It. 

Mr. Crisp said that the purport of the 
proposed rule was to prevent the offering 
of amrendments by democra:is which some 
of the republicans qnight feel inclined to 
vote for in the at ope od of their constit- 
uehts; that was its object.

They mean that with the proceeds of the 
sale of bonds and the use of the green- 
backs received for them the receipts ex- 
ceeded the expenditures. It seemed to him 
'and to the majority of the committee on 
ways and means that the first course to be 
, taken was to legislate so as to provide 
sufficient revenue to meet the expenditures 
of the government. 

Mr. Dingley went on to discuss and to 
uphold the bill in detail, and said that if 
it became a law it would not only increase 
, the revenue by over $40,000,000 but would 
also give to the business interests of the 
country the moral influence of a govern- 
ment which was solvent, which paid its 
debts and whose credit was second to no 
| government on the face of the earth. (Re- 
publican applause.) 


Crisp Makes an Answer. 


Mr. Crisp said that the bill, in order 
to be responsive to the request of the 
president, ought to be in line with the 
suggestions that came from that source. 
He insisted, from Secretary Carlisle’s re- 
port, that the cash balance in the treasury 
on December 1, 1895, was $170,000,000, being 
$98,000,000 in excess of the gold reserve and 
$77,000,000 in.excess of any sums necessary 
to build up the gold reserve. 

There was, therefore, (quoting Mr. Car- 
lisle) “‘no reason to doubt the ability of the 
government to discharge all its current 
obligations during the present fiscal year 
and have a large cash balance at,its close, 
without imposing additional taxation in 
any form on the people.’” His friend from 
Maine, (Mr. Dingley) knew—no one better— 
that there was in the treasury today over 
and beyond the gold reserve, more free 
money—three times over—than any deficien- 
cy which might occur during the fiscal 
year. It was not a question of borrowing 
money to meet expenses, The money was 
already borrowed and Wag in the treasury 
and the question was whether it snould be 
used now or whether the house should 
rush, post haste, to impose additional bur- 
dens cn the people im order to pile up mon- 
ey in the treasury. 

Mr. Crisp went on to. taunt the committee 
on ways and means with reporting a bill 
for a horizontal rise of duties aftcr all the 
ridicule which had been cast on Mr. Morri- 
son's bill for a horizontal cut, and he said 
that the effect of the pending measure was 
to declare that the McKinley tariff act was 
# per cent right and 4 per cent wrong. 
(Laughter.) He quoted Mr. McKinley's 
criticista of the Morrison bili as patchwork 
and a proof of indolence, and said that on 
the issue of the pending measure the par- 
ties would go before the people in the next 
presidential campaign and he had no doubt 
that the people would respond, as they had 
always responded, in favor of themselves— 
that was in favor of lower taxes. (Demo- 
cratic applause.) . 


Others Who Made Speeches. 


Mr. Wheeler argued against the pending 
measure. 

Mr. Payne, a member of the committee on 
ways and means, said that the republicans 
in the house teing ready to meet the re- 
sponsibility which was on them today, had 
presented a bill to increase the revenue. 

Mr. McMillan, democrat of Tennessee, a 
member of the committee on ways and 
means, argued against the bill and remind- 
ed the republican side of the house of the 
wise warning given by the present speaker 
in the republican caucus which nominated 
him, in these words: “History will ac- 
cord us praise for what we did in the 
fifty-first congress; and it.may accord us 
priise in this congress for what we do 
not do.” 

What the house was doing today was one 
of the things to which that warning was 
applicable; and the country would give 
them more praise for abstinence than for 
continuance in such a course. 

Under Whip and Spur. 

Mr. Dalzell, a member of the committee 
on ways and means, repeated what he 
had gaid in the discussion as to the rules, 
that the pending méasure was in no sense a 
protective tariff bill, or a revision of the 
tariff, or an attempt to correct tariff ir- 
regularities but was simply an emergency 
revenue measure matured in haste under 
the whip and spur of a pressing and cruel 
necessity. When passed it would be a con- 
spicuous tribute to the patriotism of. the 
republican party, rising above party pre- 
judice at the summons of a democratic 


president. 
Bell Has a Remedy. 

Mr. Bell, populist, of Colorado, did not 
believe that the medy for the trouble 
was in increasing taxation but in the coin- 
age of the silver bullion in the treasury and 
paying it out. 

Mr. Dockery, democrat, of Missouri, ar- 
gued against the bill. 

Mr. Hopkins, republican, of Illinois, ar- 
gued in favor of its passage. 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, said 
that he gave his support to the pending 

easure because it was demanded by the 
message of the president. 

Turner Closed for the Democrats. 

The discussion ‘was ended for the oppo- 
nents of the bill by Mr. Turner, of Geor- 
gia. The administration of President Har- 
rison, he said, came into power with a 
surplus in the treasury ,over the gold re- 
serve of $423,000,00). It tlirned over to the 
present administration, four years later, a 
surplus of $62,000,000, of which $34,000, 
belong to the fund deposited in the 
treasu®® for the redemption of greenbacks. 
The secretary of the treasury had propos- 
ed, as has been stated, to issue -bonds 
to protect the gold reserve and to meet 
deficiencies in revenue. It was under 
these als returned conditiong that the 


democrais returned to power in 1893. Thai 
party said the remedy for that situatioa 
Was not to raise taxes, but to lower them, 
and it went forward courageously and 
passed a law putting that principle into 
operation. Under that bill wages went up 
from New England to Califoraia and ex- 
portations’ from the Un*eGd States hac 
actually imcreased. The defeat of the ia- 
come tax, Mr. Turner said, caused a deficit 
in receipts, but there was no deficit, he 
contended, in the treasury. By tive report 
of the secretary it was shown that there 
are over $170,000,000 in the treasury, includ- 
ing the gold reserve.

Many 
gentlemen representing free silver views 
were in attendance, but the question of 
silver was not brought to the aitention of 
the meeting, which included also a num- 
ber of sound money republicans. 

The forty republicans present represent- 
ed twenty-five states. They elected Mr. 
Broderick, of Kansas, chairman and Mr. 
Colson, of Kentucky, secretary. The pur- 
pose of the conference was to determine 
a plan of action with regard to the rule

on Tfules tomorrow fixing the time and 
manner in which the bond bill shail pass 
the house. It has been announced by the 
committee on ways and means that this 
measure would be passed tomorrow before 
the hour of adjournment, presumably with 
no longer debate than was given to the

CHARGED WITH ARSON. 

CORNELIUS RICHARDSON LODGED 
IN OCONEE COUNTY JAIL. 


Suspected of Applying the Torch to 
Barns—A Drunken Negro 
Knocked Down.

Athens, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
Mr. James D. Price, a prominent merchant 
and farmer of Farmington, Oconee county, 
a few days since lost his large barn by fire. 
The fire was discovered about 1 o'clock 
in the day and had gained such headway 
that the barn was soon a mass of ruins, 

Mr. Price was of the opinion at first 
that it was the result »f spontaneous c m- 
bustion, but from a few bits of informa ion 
he gathered he came to the conclu;ion 
that it was of incendiary origin. 

Last Friday about the same hour in 
the day he discovered another barn on 
fire. This time the fire was in a barn 
where, no inflammables were kept and 
there were evidences of incendiarism to 
be fourd. 

Mr. Price went to work to ferret out 
the case and Cornelius Richardson, a ne- 
gro about thirty years old, was placed be- 
hind the bars of the Oconee county jail 
at Watkiasville oa the churge of arsun., 

There is considerable excitement preva- 
lent near Farmington over the burning of 
the two barns and if it were absolutely 
certain that Richardson was the right man 
he might not'fare so well. 

Richardson has served a term in the 
penitentiary fer burglary; has been before 
court en another charge of burglary and 
now he comes up charged with arson. 

Too Much Dispensary. 

Pat Lee, a big, boistercus negro from 
Oconee county, came to Athens and gut 
too ‘much dispensary juice under his ebuny 
skin.

morning was found a woman, all covered 
up with a shawl and gazing around her in 
& vacant manner. 

She had come to Athens on a late train 
last night and had wandered off to the 
negro hut to stay all night., 

The woman evidently had a story con- 
nected with her life, but what that story 
was no human being in Athens could find 
out. They interrogated her in many ways, 
but to no avail. 

It could not be learned what her name 
was, what country she came from or what 
was her occupation in life, for she spoke a 
language unknown to the people here, and’ 
the only two words in Knglish she could 
Say were “Albany” and “train.” 

These were sufficient, nowever, to lead 
up to an inquiry as to where she was 
going. It took a long time to make her 
understand by signs and jestures what the 
question meant, but she finally pulled out 
a railroad ticket which read from New 
York to Albany, Ga. 

Further than that no information could 
be gathered as to the woman’s identity 
or where she came from. She was simply 
sitting there waiting for the Macon and 
Northern train to leave. 

The woman was young and rather good 
looking. She had a swathy face and evi- 
dently belongs to a race that dwells in 
@ wurm climate. Hér face wore a sad and 
pensive look, due no douwbt to the fact 
that she was far away from home and 
among people with whom she could not 
talk and be understood.

Last Saturday night R. S. Currie, a farm- 
er of Richmond county who was not known 
to have an enemy in the world, left home 
to go to a neighbor’s house half a mile 
away. As he did not return his wife made 
search for him Sunday and found him dy- 
ing beside a road within seventy-five yards 
ef George Wilkes’s. His death followed in 
a few hours. Tuesday the coroner. im- 
paneled a jury and yesterday the inquest 
began. The evidence so far points strong- 
ly to P. L. Pate and his son, Willie Pate, 
and Robert Gibson. and Alex Gibson ag the 
guilty persons. They were put in jail Tues- 
day to await the verdict. Currie was brain- 
ed and also shot through the head. The 
murder is one of the most cold-blooded 
ever committed in Richmond county.

Some of the administration and cuckoo 
newspapers are finding fault with The 
Constitution because it is carrying out 
its mission as a newspaper and giving 
all the news in regard to the Venezue- 
lan question. 

It is intimated by some of them that 
our indorsement of the president’s Ven- 
ezuelan message was not sincere, be- 
cause we have several times made the 
prediction that there will be no war, as 
there is nothing in sight to provoke it. 

If there is any one thing which The 
Constitution has always advocated and 
defended it is the Monroe doctrine. In 
numerous foreign complications in the 
past, when our cuckoo friends were 
silent, we have always been outspoken 
in favor of vigorously enforcing our 
traditional policy. The president’s mes- 
sage, so far as it reasserts the Monroe 
doctrine, has been time and again in- 
dorsed in these columns. ‘The Monroe 
doctrine held that no European power 
should be allowed to extend its institu- 
tions by the acquisition of new territory 
in this hemisphere, thongh in his late 
message President Cleveland somewhat 
modifies the scépe of that principle, as 
follows: 

Great Britain's pipsent proposition, has 
never thus far been fegarded as admissible 
by Venezuela, though any adjustment of 
the boundary which that country may 
deém for her advantage, and may enter 


into of her own free will, cannot, of course, 
be objected to by the United States. 

President Monroe did not express a 
willingness to see the European powers 
acquire territory in’ this hemisphere by 
the consent of the countries giving uf 
their land. He said: : 

We owe it, therefore, to candor, and to 
the amicable relations existing between the 
United States and those powers to declare 
that we should consider any attempt on 
their part to extend their system to any 
portion of this hemisphere as dangerous to 
our peace and safety. 

The following declaration by President 
Monroe is also on the same line: 

It is impossible that the allied powers 
shovld extend their poiitical system to any 
portion of either continent without endan- 
gering our peace and happiness; nor can 
any one believe that our southern brethren, 
if left to themselves, would adopt it of their 
own accord. It is equally impossible, there- 
fore, that we should behold such interposi- 
tion, in any form, with indifference. 

We do not believe that it would be 
good policy for this country to remain 
quiet if Spain should cede Cuba to Eng- 
land, nor should we view with indif- 
ference the cession of.a part of Mexico 
to ahy European country. 

In other words, we are emphatically 
for the Monroe doctrine as it originally 
stood and we believe it is the duty of 


| our government to sustain and defend 


the principle enunciated in that doc- 
trine. ‘ 

But while we hold these opinions and 
express them almost every day, we also 
hold that it is the duty of a newspaper 


to publish both sides of every question | 


of public interest. This has been our 
policy on the money question. We have 
time and again given up page after page 
to Mr. Carlisle’ speeches, Mr. Cleve- 
land’s utterances and numerous other 
articles on the same disastrous and de- 
striittive line. 

This is precisely what we have done 
in regard to the president’s Venezue- 
lan message. We have clearly defined 
our position and given both sides a 
hearing. 

It must be admitted that there is 
some cause for disagreement in the con- 
tention that the Venezuela boundary is- 
sue involves the Monroe doctrine. One 
side holds that England does not seek 
to acquire new territory and that she 
is simply trying to maintain the boun- 
dary of the territory which belonged to 
her at the tinie of the promulgation of 
the Monroe doctrine. If this is true it 
goes without saying that the doctrine 
does not apply in this case. The other 
side, however, contends that England is 
seizing more territory year after year. 

Of course, we cannot say which side 
is right. We must wait until the com- 
mission appointed by Mr. Cleveland 
looks into the facts, sifts the evidence 
and makes a report. In the meantime 
we propose to print the news. If the 
commission reports that England is un- 
lawfully acquiring territory in Venezue- 
la, then will be the time for vigorous 
action, after first having endeavored to 
bring about a peaceable settlement of 
the trouble. 

The p¥esident’s motive in taking his 
present stand for the Monroe doctrine 
has been criticised and many news- 
papers have hinted that a third term 
was in his mind. Some of their expres- 
sions we have reproduced as incidents 
of the discussion, but the third term 
idea is so monstrous that we do not be- 
lieve that Mr. Cleveland entertains it. 
Even the suggestion has been suddenly 
drop by its most active advocates 
and it will not be again revived, but it 
strikes us that Mr. Cleveland would 
have placed himself in a better position 
if he had spoken out before the recent 
agitation of the Venezuelan question 
and had put an end by his own words 
to the third term business which was, 
being engineered by his closest friends. 
When he waé first elected he did not 
hesitate to arfhounce his conviction that 
one presidential term was enough. His 
silence in regard to a third term, has 
undoubtedly caused him to be misunder- 
stood.

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Reverse Our Policy. 

We print in another column an edi- 
torial article from The New York Finan- 
‘cial News that ought to attract the 
attention even of those who have al- 
lowed themselves to be hoodwinked by 
the false arguments and the unfulfilled 
predictions of those who, in the face 
of all the ruin and disaster that it has 
brought about, are still strenuously try- 
ing to perpetuate the British gold stand- 
ard in our monetary system. 

The chief ef these false prophets, as 
we have already shown in another place, 
has already admitted that “no clear 
way of escape” for the ruinous results 
of ‘the British gold standard “has been 
discovered.” But the editor of The 
Financial News, having a clearer com- 
prehension of the sityation and its needs 
and a more patriotie vitw, shows that 
the only way of escape is to reverse 
our policy—to restore silver to its old 
place and by that means restore prices 
and property to their old level and the 
whole country to the prosperity that 
would follow the reversal of the policy, 
of contraction. 

For twenty-five years the policy of 
contraction has prevailed and for that 
period the nuise of business and individ- 
ual prosperity has -beat lower and 
lower. For that period the people have 
been suffering from alf the eviis—the 
ruin and disaster—that inevitably fol- 
low in the wake of a policy which 
inures to the benefit of the few men 
who are engaged in the business of 
loaning money and collecting interest. 

We have never been able to see why 
this country should depend on Europe 
for its capital, when by a reversal of 
the gold standard policy we might be 
entirely independent of the capital of 
other nations. The meaning of this 
policy of borrowing capital abroad when 
we might utilize our own unlimited re- 
sources is hinted at by The Financial 
News. Under the operations of the 

tritish gold standard our volume of 
money is so far below the needs of the 
business enterprise of this great and 
growing country that if a new railroad 
is to be constructed or a new industrial 
venture to be undertaken those who 
are behind it must needs go to Enun- 
rope for the necessary money. This 
course is rendered absolutely compul- 
sory: by the monetary system, which 
money 
métal and opens them to the money 
metal worshipped by the European shy- 
locks. 

The Financial News, which is devoted 
to the Wall street markets, says that the 
debt caused by this policy has now 
grown 80 large that we are practically 
unable to pay the interest on it, and 
under the operations of the single gold 
standard it must inevitably grow larger. 
This is one of the. reasons why the 
British bankers and financiers have been 
willing to go so far and pay so high for 
the privilege of dictating our financial 
policy. If our foreign debt continues to 
grow at the alarming rate that has 
marked its increase during fhe past 
few years this country will be finan- 
cially at the mercy of those who dictate 
the policies of the European monarchies. 
Europe is ngw practically in control of 
our finanees, and in this way is already 
able to exert a powerful influence on 
our political policy. It will not be long, 
if the British gold standard does not. 
break down of its own weight, before 
political events here will be shaped and 
dictated by.our financial masters. 

The outlook is so gloomy that we are 
glad to hear even one voice in the neigh- 
borhood of Wall street call for a rever- 
sal of the fatal, financial policy which 
has been imposed on the people for the 
benefit of foreign gold owners and 
money lenders. 
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The Britishers who lost theif heads the 
other day had to pay for their folly.

REVERSE THE POLICY. 


From The New York Financial News. 

If anything should call attention to the 
errors of our fiscal policy the past twenty- 
five years it should be the developments 
of the past three or four days. 

Twenty-five years ago it would have been 
utterly impossible for the English capital- 
ists to have created such a panic and corm- 
motion in our market. Had our fiscal poli- 
ey been of a healthy form we ought to have 
grown stronger year by year instead of 
weaker, as has been the case. Until the 
last few years there has been almost a 
continuous commercial balance of trade in 
our favor. 

The Daily Financial News has been cne

The foreigner 
buys his wheat and cotton where he can 
get the best quality dt the lowest price. 
Today they can buy silver for 66 cents and 
a fraction for an ounce in New York and 
pay it out for $1.37810 in the form of 
rupees for Indian wheat and cotton, and 
Naturally they buy the Indian product. 
Under bimetallism an ounce of silver would 
be worth $1.29 and a fraction per ounce in 
the United States, and with charges, in- 
surance and freight added, the material 
for the rupees of India would then repre- 
sent as large, perhaps slightly a larger. 
figure in ‘the orient. 

The path of prosperity lies in increasing 
the volume a the prices of our exports, 
while at the same time protecting the wei- 
fare of our manvfacturers and their opera- 
tives by preserving the better home mar- 
ket that the producers of our own country 
would then furnish wnen these latter were 
getting better prices for their products. 
We have taken as an illustration the ef- 
fect of the remonetization of silver upon 
wheat and cotton, because of the import- 
ance of those two commodities; but the 
principle illustrated applies to many things. 
Make the east and the west both prosper- 
ous and the prosperity of each section 
would act and react to the benefit of the 
other. At the same time imerease the 
volume of our exports going abroad at 
higher prices, and our nation would soon 
regain its international financial independ> 
ence. 

As we have said, a mere domestic paper 
inflation is not the scientific way out of 
our difficulties; though it is probable that 
all ti@ gold and all the silver we could ob- 
tain would still leave us without sufficient 
circulating medium, so that an increased 
volume of paper money would still be re- 
quired more earnestly than now, for ris- 
ing prices and growing business require an 
increasing volume of money to sustain 
them. Rising prices based on paper alone 
are based upon inflation, which is not en- 
during. Rising prices based upon a coin 
expansion of primary money would be en- 
during, because based on real coin money. 
and not on paper promises to pay money. 

The whole life of this generation; with 
brief respites, has been one long agony of 
contraction. We dare to hope wiser poli- 
cies are about to obtain in the future.

What, British Statesmen and Soldiers ' 


Think of Her Army and Navy. 
From The Irish Republic. 

Duke of Connaught: “Half the men are 
not able to carry their kit We have not 
a single infantry battalion at home, except 
the guards; and they are all like a lemon 
when the juice is squeezed out of it, and 
unfit in every way to take the field. To re- 
sist am invader we should have to keep 
all the many immature men in the ranks 
and do the best we could. The main causes 
of this inefficiency are the youth and lim- 
ited training of these troops, the need of 
stiffening by the presence of old soldiers 
in the ranks, and the inexperience of the 
non-cémmissioned officers.”’ 


Duke of Cambridge: “It is doubtful if we 
could even mobilize a single army corps at 
short notice, and Lord Wolseley questions 
whtther we have got the necessary stores 
and equipments for even this modest 
force,’’ ; 

Lord Charles Beresford: ““We have no 
army except what is necessary for a fron- 
tier police rorce for our scattered domin- 
ions, and our existence as an empire would 
in no degree whatever depend upon the 
strength of the army, though its numberg 
were ten times as great as at present. * * * 
The relative conditions of our fleet and 
that of France absolutely prove that we 
have no reasonable argument tv adduce for 
considering that we could defend our 
coasts, food supply, etc., against France 
alone.”’ / 

Captain Gambier) Royal Navy: ‘“‘The con- 
viction cannot be evaded that among the 
chief reasons why our foreign policy is 
dangerous is that we have no army to de- 
fend our shores and carry out our foreign 
obligations. I believe we are courting a 
great national disaster by not forcing this 
question—a disaster in the form of loss of 
maritime prestige—for England would cer- 
tainly not be able to send out a fleet from 
home ports sufficient to strike a great blow. 
leaving our homes unprotected, It. is idle 
bunkum to talk of our Mediterranean fltet 
being able to cope single-handed with a 
combination of Frahce and Russia against 
us, when there is nothing to prevent the 
entire French army, Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean, from being united. Here it is nec- 
essary to emphasize the incontrovertible 
fact that our military unpreparedness is 
the chief cause of our weakness abroad. 
The naval force .we are compelled to keep 
in home water and in the Mediterranean’ 
is the price we pay for keeping only an 
army of samples, for we have no second 
line of defense worthy of the name. Conti- 
nental nations! have a ‘geographical ex- 
pression for a frontier, a few sticks stuck 
here and there, but their manhood is en- 
rolled in their own defense, whereas Eng- 
land, with a ditch twenty-five miles wide. 
is literally more easily invaded than Ger- 
many of Switzerland, and our manhood 
recognizes no responsibility.”

Roland Reed tells one on Eugene Field. 
They were long-time friends. They be- 
came acquainted when both were young 
in their professions. After fhe gentle poet 
was transplanted to Chicago he always 
hunted upp the actor when the latter was 
playing there. Many were the dinners they 
had together. 

““The last time I saw Field was a year 
ago, at the mardi gras,’’ said the comedi- 
an. “I was playing in New Orelans. One 
day on Carondolet street I noticed a large 
crowd, and in the middle of it was a man 
gesticulating wildly. As I approached the 
throng, which blocked the sidewSjk, I 
heard mfy name mentioned by the man 
who was gesticulating and speaking. He 
was making a speech and telling his hear- 
ers that Roland Reed was in town and ad- 
vising them all to go. It was such a speech 
as a spieler would make for his show. I 
thought it was some crank who was mak- 
ing the hubhub. Imagine my surprise 
when the man turned and I saw that he 
was Eugene Field. He was just out for a 
lark and was having fun. He laughed 
when he recognized me, and introduced 
me to the crowd and called on me for a 
speech. From the introduction which he 
gave the listeners more than half believed 
that it was an advertising dodge. I told 
the people that the speaker who had just 
preceded me was Eugene Field, and then 
they were more uncertain than ever as 
to whether they were being faked. 

“A day or two after that I was out 
walking with Miss Rush, when she sud- 
denly exclaimed:

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CUT HIS OWN THROAT Ser 


Otto Hilmer, a German, Ends His Life 
With a Razor. 


FOUND! IN BED IN HIS BLOOD 


His Head Nearly Severed by the Blade 
in His Hand. 


DESPONDENCY THE CAUSE, IT SEEMS 


An Exposition Exhibitor Sharpens a 
Blade and Slashes His Life 
Away in a Bed. 


Lying on a bed at 59 Lovejoy street, in a 
pool of his own blood, his throat cut al- 
miost from ear to ear, Otto Hilmer, a Ger- 
man, was found shortly after noon yester- 
day. When discovered he was in the last 
throes of death*and gasped his last breath 
without speaking. 

By hts side, grasped in his right hand, 
Was a blood-stained razor, which 
explained the deed of _ self-destruc- 
tion. With the blade Hilmer had 
first almost severed his left hand at 
the wrist and then made two fearful slashes 
at his throat. 

A gash two inches long but very shallow 
on the *s neck, below his left ear, in- 
dicated that he endeavored to make one 
terrible cut but failed from miscalculation

or nerve, ripping the skin only slightly. 
Then with desperation and frenzy at his 
failure the man, bent on ending his life, 
made one more terible lunge at his throat, 
the keen blade entering deep in the flesh 
and severing the head from the body. 

Hilmer left no explanation of his frightful 
deed except the German words, “ruhe ist 
suss,”” (rest is sweet), He added a few 
more words in German, but they have not 
yet been deciphered further than that the 
first four words mean “Invite the whole 
company.”” The word “thanks” was writ- 
ten on the same piece of paper. 

It appears that Hilmer took his life In a 
fit of despondency. It seems that he was 
@limost without money and has been in 
great trouble about that fact. He has re- 
cently been despoi jent and frequently 
spoke of hig misfortunes. 


Came Here from Chicago. 


Hilmer came to Atlanta from Chicago | 


@ short time before the opening of the ex- 
position. He represented the Contract Soap 
Company, of that city, a concern having 
an exhibit in the manufactures building at 
the exposition. He was about forty years 
old and has been married. He formerly 
lived in Chicago, and from papers and doc- 
uments in his trunk {t seems that he has 
attended all of the expositions and big 
fairs of recent years, seemingly in charge 
of exhibits of different kinds. 
 Hilmer is saéf to have a wife somewhere 
in Gefmrauy, or rather a divorced wife. It 
appears that something has weighed on his 
mind aside from his financial difficulties, 
and those at his boarding Mouse suggest 
that the man might have worried about 
the unfaithfulness of his life partner. Lit- 
tle is known of the man’s past and his act 
is a mystery to even his intimate friends. 

Hilmer occupied a room at the house of 
Mrs. Thompson, a widow lady residing at 
59 Lovejoy street, a little thoroughfare in 
the extreme northwestern part of the city. 
He roomed and boarded at the place until 
a week ago, when he began to take his 
meals elsewhere, retaining his room. He 
moved to Mrs. Thompson’s house on Octo- 
ber i7th last, having lived on Bartow 
street before that time. 

Complained About Money Matters. 

Hilmer was a fancy decorator and cabi- 
net maker and has reGently been at work 
at that trade in order to increase his di- 
minishing supply of money. He erected 
several fine showcase displays and other 
work of the kind but failed to make enough 
money out of the work to satisfy himself, 
frequently complaining of inability to make 
much money. His exhibit of soap was 
looked after in the meantime, but it seems 
that he had some trouble on account of it. 
He was in cerrespondence with the Home 
Rattan Company, of Chicago, about a po- 
sition with that company at the time of 
his death. 


Discovered by the Ladies. 


The suicide was heard groaning in his 
room by Mrs. Thompson’s daughter. Mrs.

Mrs. Thompson's and Miss

Remained at Home Yesterday. 

Hilmer had. bee@geehout the house all of 
yesterday morning was apparently 
grell, but by no . Cheerful. He said 
very little to those in the house, remain- 
ing in his room nearly all of the time. 
Gome curiosity was aroused by the latter 
fact, it being Hilmer’s custom to go up 
to every morning for his breakfast and 
theh to the exposition to his work. When 
he failed to leavé yesterday Mrs. Thomp- 
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An Inquest This Morning. 


Coroner Paden took charge of Hilmer’s 
body and had it removed to Patterson’s 
undertaking parlors on Loyd street. He 
summoned all of those knowing anything 
of the finding of Hilmer’s body and will 
hold sone gg at Patterson’s at 9°o’clock 


ng. 

Mr. Patterson telegraphed the Chicago 
firms last night notifying them of the 
death of Hilmer, and he expects to re- 
ceive some advice as to the disposition of 
the body today. It may be sent to Chicago 
for interment. An effort will be made to 
locate Hilmer’s relatives. His Chicago ad- 
dress was 215 Illinois street. 


Sharpened His Razor. 


Hilmer was a fine specimen of manhood, 
and when prepared for disposition last 
night his body indicated that he was a 
well man physically. His act appears to 
have been deliberate. His razor and the 
Sharpening strap indicated that the blade 
was whetted for the terrible work, the 
steel point being keenly sharp and the 
strap lathered. It lay on a dresser in the 
room. A white mass of burned paper was 
found in the fireplace in Hilmer’s room, 
and it appears that before committing his 
awful act he burned a ilot of letters or 
papers of some kin few coals still 
smoldered in the grate, but they were 
covered by the burned films of paper. 

Hilmer received a letter from one of the 
Chicago firms mentioned a day or two 
ago, which came with a Christmas pres- 


ent.

= |FOUR MEN KILLED 


Results in Four Fatalities, 
TWO OTHERS WILL LIKELY. DIE 


Engineer Woods Died at His Home 
Yesterday Morning. 


The Cause of the Accident Yet Seems 
Somewhat Obscure—Story of the 
Terrible Wreck. 


Four men, two white and two colored, 
lost their lives in that collision Thursday 
morning near the Chattahoochee river. 

Five other victims of the collision are at 
the Grady hospital, two of whom may die, 
and two other victims are at their homes, 
each in a precarious condition. 

The collision was a terrific meeting of 
two long, heavily loaded trains, one gliding 
rapidly down a lengthy, steep grade, the 
other puffing away with might and main 
to lift itself over the hill, at the western side 
of which the two ponderous machines nfet, 
dealing death in wholesale quantities to 
men earning a living by hard work on the 
road and hurting seriously five white 
tramps from the east, two of whom may 
never recover from the injuries received. 

Of the dead, three—two negroes and a 
white man—were killed instantly and the in- 
dications are that it came in a terribly 
painful and excruciating manner. 

The fourth death, that of Engineer Wood, 
occurred at his home, No. 669 South Pryor 
street, at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Surrounded by his family, Engineer Wood 
passed away within a= few hours after 
reaching his home accompanied by Dr. 
Jarnigan and Dr. Hancock. 

When taken from the wreck the sur- 
geons quickly realized that there was but 
little hope for the man who stood manfully 
at his post to protect the lives of those 
with hinr rather than desert it and save 
his own life, as he could have done. 

Just what caused the collision no one 
appears to know, but the impression is 
prevalent that it was due to a disregard of 
orders issued.to the train engineered by 
Mr. Wood, over which Conductor Ginn 
pulled the bell cord. | 

But Engineer Wood's statement to Dr. 
Hancock after he was drawn from the 
mingled, mixed engines, and repeated just 
before his death, induceg the belief that 
Engineer Wood and Conductor Ginn have 
@ story—a story one may yet tell, but a 
story which the other never will tell, since 
death has closed his lips. 

Dr. Jarnigan and Dr. Hancock, accom- 
panied by an official of the road, left At- 
lanta after 3 o’clock for the wreck yester- 
day morning, ana when they reacned the 
point it was distressing, heartrending 
scene which faced them. The two engines 
were broken, battered and entwined to 
such an extent that it was impossible to 
mark the lines showing the two machines. 

Cars broken and splintered, smashed and 
crushed were piled in a promiscuous heap, 
while all over the grounds were boxes and 
bundles of merchandise and broken cases 
of various kinds of goods. 

But to none of this did the doctors give 
more than a cursory glance, 

To them the injured were a first thought 
and to those who had been rescued tley 
applied themselves. The dead were be- 
yond their help and while attending the 
wounded, they gave directions for the 
care of thé-déad ther being taken from 
the two demolished trains. 

Engineer Wood, an Atlanta resident, 639 
South Pryor street, was first among the 
injured the physicians‘ and surgeons bent 
ever. It was a glance only..they needeu 
to show them that his condition ‘was crit- 
ical in the extreme. He wus steamed ané 
burned about the face, 
and death at any minute would not have

Engineer Roberts was found painfully 
hurt and was cared for by the surgeous 
with promptitude and tenderness, 

The wrecking train which followed the 
special engine on which the surgeons rode 
arrived about 4:30 o’clock and upon a car 
which was in the train the engineers were 
placed for a return to Atlanta, 

And along witn the engineers five tramps 
who were hurt and another train hand, 
who was scalded, was placed on the car. 

While the surgeon&B were caring for the 
injured the wrecking crew was searching 
the mingled, mixed, plaited engines and 
cars for the missing SNremen and a tram 
hand. Leaving the rescuers of the dead 
to their lonely, sad task, the surgevus 
started back to Atlanta with the wounded 
and reached the city between 6 and 7 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

Engineer Koberts was taken to his home 
in the western part of the city. 

Engineer Wood was taken to his home, 
No. G9 South fryor street. 

The five tramps were carried to the Gra- 
dy hospital. 

When the collision was summed up at 
noon it was found that four lives had been 
lost and that seven or eight persons had 
been hurt,

The five last named were working their 
way to Atlanta and were in a box car next 
the engire. 

They were all badly steamed by the ex- 
plosion of the boiler, and two of them may 
die.

On account ofthe nature of the 
injuries inflicted by the hot steam, four of 
the five are unable to talk, and the story of 
the party with their names was told by the 
one sustaining the slightest injuries. He 
gives the names of the others, because Dr.

He 
says that the quintet was making its way 
to Atlanta to get a glimpse of the exposi- 
tion during its lest days. 

At 1 o'clock this morning Dr. Brewster at 
the Grady hospital was apprehensive as to 
the condition of two of the five tramps. 
Coming in on the train and after reaching 
his home Engineer Wood stated to Dr. 
Hancock that he had never received any 
orders to stop at Peyton or at any point for 
the opposing train. This story he repeat- 
ed to Dr. Hancock just before his death, 
which occurred as has been said, at his 
home, 669 South Pryor street, at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning. ‘ 

The dead were all cared for by Patterson, 
the undertaker, and funeral announce- 
ments will be made tomorrow morning.

An order has been issued by President 
Collier prohibiting the removal of exhibits 
and Goncessionaires have been notified 
taat nothing can be taken from the grounds 
until the first of the new year. Many 
had begun to make arrangements for leav- 
ing, but since the official order was issued 
the work of packing up will be postponed 
and visitors who go out the last day will 
find the exposition in all of its entirety and 
every exhibit will be complete and perfect. 

After the first of the year the scene on 
the exposition grounds will be busy and 
the work of demolition will be rapidly car- 
ried on. Next Tuesday after midnight the 
Southern railway will begin the construc- 
tion of tracks about the grounds, and a 
hundred men will be put to work.

NEGROES’ CONGRESS 


Eloquent Speeches Were Delivered In 
the Auditorium Yesterday. 


ADDRESS OF R. R. WRIGHT 


The Congress Will Reconvene This 
Morning and Three Sessions Will 
Be Held During the Day. 


The progress of the African race in the 
south was well illustrated at the exercises 
held yesterday afternoon in the exposi- 
tion auditorium. 

The speeches delivered at the negro con- 
ference were especially good and appro- 
priate, and were listened to by a large 
audienee. Those who made speeches are 
the recognized leaders of the race, and 
they handled their subjects in a thougat- 
ful manner. 

Negro day was a@ success 'n cvery Way 
except the weather. At the hour appoint- 
ed for the exercises the wind was blowing 
a perfect gale, and the weather was bitter 
cold. Many were doubtless kept away 
from the exposition on account of the 
weather, but when the congress was Call- 
ed to. order a large crowd filled the audi- 
torium. On the stage were seated ‘the 
following: Bishop Grant, of Georgia; 
President S. I. Mitchell, of Ohio; Kev. J. 
J. Smallwood, of Virginia; Rev. J. W. 
Bechett, of Maryland; Rev. W. G. Alex- 
ander, of Georgia; Bishop W. J. Gaines, 
of Georgia; Rev. H. H. Proctor, of Geor- 
gia; Hon. Isaiah J. Montgomery, of Missis- 
sippi; Professor J. T. Yates, of Missouri; 
President J. H. Jackson, of Kentucky; 
Hon. T. T. Fortune, of New York; W. 
A. Pledger, of Georgia; Charles R. Doug- 
lass, of Washington: M. B. Moten, of 
Georgia, and Professor: W. B. Matthews, 
president of the colored schools of At- 
lanta. On the platform Governor Atn- 
son and Commissioner Glen occupied seats, 


Mr. Glen Greets the Race. 

Commissioner G. R. Glen was the first 
speaker. Mr. Glen spoke at length upon 
the progress made by the negro race since 
the war. He said that the negroes of the 
south had made wonderful strides since 
freedom’s birth, and if they would cnly 
see to it that their children were given 
the best educational advantages, the fu- 
ture of the race was full of promise, and 
they would become great in all things. 
Mr. Glen urged upon them to begin tirst 
at home and teach their children the 
difference between right and wrong, and 
grown they 
would be upright and honest men and 
women, 

Governor Atkinson’s Message. 

Governor Atkinson was next iatroduced, 
and made a stirring appeal to the race. 
He advised them to be studious dnd ai®* 
gent in their labors. Times and circum- 
stances had greatly changed, and now 
every opportunity was offered the Legroes 
of the south. The dark cloud of preju- 
dice had passed over forever, and the 
chains of oppression were long ‘since 
broken. 

A poem was recited by a little negro 
girl seven years old. Margarette ‘late, of 
Grand Rapids, made quite a hit when she 
rendered the ode, “We Are Coming.’ in 
response to the encore, she recited 4 poem 
on the life of Fred Douglass. A son of 
Fred Douglass was among those who oc- 
pied seats on the rliatform. 

Address of R. R. Wright. 

The orator of the day was Proressor R. 
R. Wright, of Savannah, who spoke upon 
the “Histcery of Education in the State of 
Georgia.”’ 

His acdress was very well received, and 
he was given an ovation when he con- 
cluded. After speaking of the rapid 
strides made by the negro in educational 
lines, and thoroughly explaining the situa- 
tion, he said in conclusion: 

“Whatever short-sighted and hypocrit- 
ical orators may say, the south is not 
deceived nor does it deceive itself with 
reference to the so-called negro problem. 
Its wisest and most sagacious statesmen 
are aware of. the fact that there can be 
no safe, satisfactory and final solution 
except on the principle of exact and un- 
trammeled justice to all its citizens. ‘Lo 
this ultimatum the south is making its 
way as rapidly as circumstances will per- 
mit, and much more rapidly and surely 
than some would give her credit fer. 
Time, time, the medicine of the eternal, 
is an unfailing panacea. fhe spirit of 
universal liberty and fair-dealing will ind 
no truer wcrsehipers than her southern 
votaries, white and black. 


Moving Toward tHe Light. 


‘The hopeful and thoughtful wiil see that 
though the pathway of the negro race has 
not been strewn with flowers, yet it has 
steadily led toward the light. Today, thank 
God, the negro stands upon higher grounds, 
where the light of liberty shines on him 
more steadily. Having by his sweat and 
blood identified himself with every phase 
and fiber of American life and history, his 
highest ambition is to unite- with the other 
people of our union in developing a noble 
manhood and a beautiful and prosperous 
and contented country. 

“In case of a war with any foreign foe 
no part of the citizenry of the south, or 
of this great country, would bare their 
breasts with firmer bravery or a sincerer 
patriotism for the defense of their native 
country, than the negro of the south. In 
skirmish or in battle, on land or sea, if 
entrusted with the old flag of our union, 
the nation may depend upon the negro to 
return it in victory or report to God the 
reason why. 

“Fellow citizens, the hour is near by 
when white and black shall be united in 
heart and hand to make this the most glo- 
rious part of God’s heritage. 

“Aid the dawning, tongue and pen; 
Aid it, hopes of honest men; 
Aid it, paper; aid it, type; 

» Aid it, for the hour is ripe. 

And our earnest must not slacken 
Into play. 

Men of thought and men of action, 
Clear the way!’’ 


Many other distinguished negroes were 
present and spoke on questions of inrpor- 
tance to the race. The day was universally 
observed by the negroes, and they made 
the exercises pleasant and interesting. 

Exercises in the Afternoon. 

Exercises were held in the auditorium 
yesterday afternoon. A chorus song was 
rendered by the members of the Atlanta 
university chorus, which was followed with 
prayer. 

The oration of the afternoon was deliv- 
ered by Isaiah J. Montgomery, of Missis- 
sippi. The other speakers did not arrive, 
Owing to the lateness of the trains. Wil- 
liam Baker, a noted negro elocutionist, 
upon request, rendered the “Dream of Bu- 
gene Aram.” |

of the city at 10 a. m. today and will con- 
tinue its sessions through Saturday.

‘Herbert Rothery Seems To Have Interna- 
' tional Fame as a Crook. 


MORE OF HIS ALLEGED WORK 


Chief of Police Sigwart, of Omaha, 
Neb.,: Writes ‘of the Alleged 
Diamond Lifter. 


H. W. Rothery, who ig in the county jail 
awaiting trial on a charge of the theft 
of $1,800 worth of diamonds from the Free- 
man Jewelry Cémpany, seems to be well 
known to the chief of police of Omaha, 
Neb., who writes to Chief Connolly, say~- 
ing that Rothery formerly lived in that 
city. 

Chief Connolly yesterday received @ 
letter from A. T. Sigwart, chief of police 
of Omaha, stating that Rothery is well 
known there as a crook and that he was 
run out of the city ten years ago. He 
Says that Rothery is a thief of interna- 
tional notoriety, having been arrested in 
London three years ago for diamond rob- 
bery. 

Several days ago The Constitution con- 
tained a account of the career of a man 
'in Denver of the name of Herbert Rothery 
and said to be‘the same man now locked 
up in the jail here. The man in question 
is said to have run a notorious tough sa- 
loon in that city in 1891, a resort of gam- 
blers and thieves. The saloon man had 
considerable trouble with the police of Den- 
ver and when arrested by a policeman as- 
saulted and nearly killed the officer. 

He was captured and lodged in jail on 
a charge of assault to murder and after 
some time professed to be sick with pneu- 
monia in order to secure a transfer to a 
hospital. After remaining in the hospital 
a short time under guard the man gained 
the confidence of the watchman by the 
assistance of the alleged sick man’s wife. 
One winter night while the guard was 
decoyed outside of the sick room Rothery 
jumped out of bed and made his escape, 
leaving the city and evading arrest until 
captured in Atlanta two weeks ago. 


$500 Reward for Him in Denver. 

It is said that a reward of $500 for Roth- 
ery was offered by the Denver officials, 
and Chief Connolly thinks that the man 
is still badly wanted there. The letter 
from the Omaha chief mentions the Den- 
ver experience of Rothery, which seems to 
identify the man as the saloon keeper of 
that city and of Ommha., 

Chief Sigwart says that he received a pho- 
tograph of Rothery about three years ago 
sent him from London, with the informa- 
tion that Rothery was under arrest for 
stealing diamonds from a jewelry store 
in that city. Later Rothery drifted to Chi- 
cago, and according to Chief Sigwart, ran 
a tough saloon which was & resort for 
thieves and thugs. 

Chief Connolly and Chief Wright are 
sure that Rothery is the same man that 
ran the saloon in Denver and was arrested 
later in Chicago as a sneak thief. Rothery 
was pictured in Pinkerton’s rogues’ album, 
and while looking through the book a few 
days ago Chief Wright discovered the fact, 
exhibiting the picture and Rothery’s rec- 
ord at his recent preliminary trial for the 
Freeman robbery. 


Denver Officers May Want Him. 
Chief Connolly is in correspondence with 
the chief of police of Denver and expects to 
learn in a few days that Rothery is wanted 
there for the assault on the officer. It 
may be that an effort will be made to take 
Rothery back to Denver. 


A Versatile Man. 

Chief Sigwart says that while in Omaha 
Rothery was arrested several times for 
burglary but always managed to escape 
conviction. He says that Rothery is a 
“‘good”’ man and one ready for any kind 
of a job, from holding a man up to robbing 
a bank. The chief asked that his name be 
mentioned to Rothery, stating that they 
were well acquainted.
